OPERATES t w o 
T R U C K S 


•Covina was the second locality in 
the state of California to Install auto­ 
trucks tor the purpose of transporting 
children to the schools, and the first 
scbpol district to inaugujate the sys­ 
tem of paying transportation fares for 
children. 


The Covina Union'district this year 
starts the term with a Stanley steam­ 
er barge, which will carry 25 children, 
aild Is a 30-horsepower machine. 
It 
can travel practically as fast as any 
automobile over the boulevards. The 
truck used last year has been remod­ 
elled, and a Mack chassis put on, with 
a rendvated body and top. 
Together 
the trucks carry about 100 scholars 
each day. 


t h e trucks go as far south as Wal­ 
nut and Rowland 
ou the boulevard 
east of Puente; they take in the Bald­ 
win Park, West Covina, Charter Oak, 
and 
Irwlndale 
district. 
The 
truck 
makes a run to Walnut'In 35 minutes. 


In the entire district there are 750 
scholars, 209 of which attend the high 
school,. The districts outside the un­ 
ion district pay a certain sum for each 
scholar, but nothing for the transpor­ 
tation. 


J. J. ("Jack") FitzOerald, manager 
of -'the Klelnmeyer stock farm, 
two 
mil'^s southeast' of Covina, will have 
twelve entries in the Riverside Coun­ 
ty. Fair, which will be held on Octo­ 
ber 13 to 17. 


Fltz'Gerald's entries will be twelve 
horses, ten of which are blue-ribbon 
Peroharons, one 
stahdard-bred

eccentric 
stockman who figured recently In the 
Covltia court's In a sensational case, 
and iVho was shortly afterwards kill­ 
ed by the kick from a horse. He left 
a farm stocked with blooded animals, 
the horses alone being worth a half a 
million dollars.

AND IMNSTALLED IN CITY FIRE STATION 


The 
long-looked-for 
combination 
Are engine, chemical and ladder truck, 
made by James Boyd Company of 
Philadelphia and ordered by the city 
of Covina six months ago, arrived in 
the city yesterday noon in a spectacu­ 
lar manner. 
The ringing of the Are 
alarm 
brought 
everybody 
into 
the 
streets, and as they stood 
watching 
for a glimpse of rolling smoke and 
flames, 
the gleamlng-whita apparatus 
swept down through the street 
with 
Chief Frank Kendall, Trustees J. N. 
Wilson and F. H. Fabrlck and other 
city officials hanging to the sides. 


The big machine arrived in Los An­ 
geles this week, and after a try-out, 
was sent over the boulevards to Co­ 
vina, arriving in fine condition. 
It 
was accompanied by Paul D. Robin­ 
son, "Southern California agent for the 
Boyd company, and driven by Harry 
Dee, who will remain in Covina for a 
few dnyb and demonstrate the appara­ 
tus to the local Are company.

machine will be driven and cared for 
by V. I. DeQroe, who several months 
ago was hired by the city for this 
work.

IMachine Is "Three In One" 


The apparatus Is known RR the tri­ 
ple combluniton pump, hose wagon and 
chemical, and Is practically identical 
with, the machines used by the city of 
Alhambra, although having a few Im­ 
provements not possessed by the ma­ 
chines made a few years ago, There' 
are fltteen of these machines made by 
this company In use In the state. 


On demonstration It throwa 800 gal­

The men were given a big 
feast of the kind that they have en- 
Joyed for several years at the end of 
the potato season. 


Among the prominent guests pres­ 
ent were President O'Neil of the Cal­ 
ifornia Vegetable Union of Los Ange 
]es, a concern that handles an Im 
n e n s e amount of California produce 
which buys nearly all of the first crop 
of putatoes in the San Ombrlel valley. 
With him from 
the same 
company 
were General Manager Ed Curtis and 
a number of the buying stttft of the 
company. 


The potato growers In the associa­ 
tion had a little over 1200 acres 
In 
spuds this year, yielding 00,000 sacks 
of 120 pounds each. 
These brought 
11.10 per hundred ptunds, and were 
sold all over the Pacific Coast and as 
far outside as the middle west 
and 
Canada. 
The association has a board 
of directors, consisting of James Clem 
Ison, Tom Lambert, .Tames Holahan 
P. P. Wilson and J, Chevelier. All the 
marketing is done tnrough the Call 
fornia Vegetable Union. 


The season has been a profitable 
one for the potato growers. 
Nearly 
all the potato acreage Is plantticl be 
twecn the rows of young walnuts, and 
Is considered an intermediate crop, 
At this time the same acreage has 
been planted again to potatoes, and 
another crop will be ready in the late 
fall. 
California growers of potatoes 
and especially the growers In the San 
Gabriel valley, get fine returns from 
two crops In one ye(ir. 
The second crop'Is considered to 
, produce the finer potato, and one that 
keeps much longer. The second crop 
Is fill sold In Los Angeles and In 
Southern California, and is of excep­ 
tionally fine quality.

The Difference. 


That our method of electing people to office is a poor one is a fact 
that is borne in upon anyone who has time for a little reflection and 
comparison. 


For instance, the public schools of Covina started in this week, a 
union district, comprising nine units, and including about ten square 
miles of territory. The schools draw from a population of 4600 peo­ 
ple, according to the census of 1010. There are about 1500 families 
represented. There was no confusion in the community in beginning 
the school year. School plants worth $500,000 were in shape to cope 
with the increase in school enrollment; repairs had been made, addi­ 
tions forseen and taken care of. The public knew nothing about it. 


On Monday morning the scholars trooped to school, filling the 
streets of Covina with animated youth. A great system was once 
more entering upon a term. A supervising principal, a group of 
teachers and say, less than twenty-five men and women of the com­ 
munities acting as trustees, had taken care of all the preparation. 


But when we elect a justice of the peace, or a supervisor, or any 
man or woman to county office, we are obliged to listen to all kinds 
of cheap clap-trap from dozens of applicants for positions. The land­ 
scape is littered up with placards and bill-board signs; the people arc 
way-laycd and irritated by office-seekers; individuals are enlisted in 
the cause of one candidate or another; much money is spent; much 
that is not true is told for truth—and when it is done we have gen­ 
erally elected to office men and women who are not of the'highest 
type of efficiency, and certainly not measured by any accurate rule. 


Some day we'll take a tumbh; to ourselves and, establish an abso­ 
lute merit system on all offices, after which we will select persons for 
positions through a governing board that is not hampered by cheap 
polities and prostituted by bickering and false testifying in public. 


The schools are vital; they affect the future of men and Avomen— 
our own children. We won't permit any cheap tactics in the running 
of the school systems. 
Then why, pray, cannot we apply the same 
common sense and rectitude and respect to the matter of all who 
govern and teach and direct and affect our happiness?

Of course this is ridiculously too many, but a large number 
are imposed by the rigidity of the constitution, which calls for kn 
amendment by popular vote before almost any law dealing with the 
newer industrial and economic questions can be passed. 


This editorial, however, is aside from -^ho'^ to blame for the 
forty-eight measures, but is to point oiit that tlie pi;imary law, cum­ 
bersome as it is, has given us in a measure the short ballot at the No­ 
vember election. 
With several state candidates having the i^omij^a- 


• tion of all throe major parties, their election is assured.; In most of 
'the counties perhaps half of the county candidates will go on: the llal- 
lot as the solo nominee, their election having been purely a mat);or 
of form. The voter will not have to study and figure to whom he will 
give his suffrage. 


(So that on the personal side of the November election much of it 
is already settled. 
That being the case it may not be too much to 
expect the voter to give a little serious attention to the amendments, 
initiatives and roforendums, although, of course, forty-eight are far 
too many.

Something to be Remedied. 


A beautiful road is Puento street, just finished in lUacadam, but 
there is one fault that is certainly a bad fault, and that is that the 
depressions at intersections for the purpose of carrying water aro 
too deep and abrupt. 


"Why this fault was not noticed before the street was accepted 
is a matter of wonder, as the first automobile to pass over the street 
nuvkes its discovery certain. The "dip" ut the intersection of Third 
street, in front of the! Brethren church is the most noticeable. If an 
automobile travelling at the rate of fifleon miles an hour drops into 
this depression the chances aro good that the springs of the machine 
Avill suft'er, and there is no doubt about tjiio uni)leasant jouncing that 
passengers are subjected to. 


The tn)uble with the«e depressions is that they have been made 
too sharp. The drop is so sudden that it sends a machine in tho air. 
Tlioy are Avorso than tho similar depressions in tho street-work in 
Lordsburg, and these have beou eursod by autoists. 


An inspection of the street has boeri made by several citizens this 
week, and in the opinion of ^layor Boardsley, thtro will have to bo 
some rectifying dotie.

The street is otherwise 
one of the finest in Southern California.

All skaters will welcome the inven­ 
tion of a method of producing by pure­ 
ly chemical means and without the em­ 
ployment of a costly refrigerating pro­ 
cess a saline crystalline mass which 
exhibits all the characteristic proper­ 
ties of ice. The surface of the mass 
can scarcely be distinquished from a 
surface of natural or artificial ice, and 
the resemblance Is increased by tho 
fact that the shavings produced by 
the skates have all the appearance of 
snow. The mass is entirely odorless 
and contains no Ingredient 
injurious 
to the health or the clothing of the 
skaters. 
It can be utilized for skat­ 
ing with ordinary ice skates in every 
season and climate, except when the 
temperature is higher than 86 degrees 
P. 


The 
mass 
can be applied to any 
tight flood of wood, cement or asphalt, 
from which it can be easily removed 
by chipping or steaming. It Is pref%r- 
able to construct the skating floor in 
a building, but it may be installed in 
the open air if it is protected 
from 
rain 
and 
drying 
winds.—Sclentlfle 
American.
